Political Party Charter 


By SHUARA R. WILSON . 

This past weekend nearly 2,000 blacks 
from 26 states met in Philadelphia to 
draw up an agenda for forming a new 
national political party. . 

_Yolanda Robinson, vice president. of 
the Ohio Black Political Assembly, said 
that when the first political convention 
of blacks met in Philadelphia 150 years 
ago, its goal was the same as it is today: 
“Self-determination for black people.” 

By the close of the three day conven- 
tion a committee had been selected to 
set up a permanent charter to be 
adopted at a convention planned for 
next summer. 

Convention dajegates, who had sub- 
mitted lists of pridrities they felt should 
be addressed by the organization, 
pledged to return to their communities 
to organize local party committees. 


BPA will meet in January to talk with 


those who might be interested in the 
party. 

“It's time fora black political party. It’s 
obvious that neither the Democrats nor 
the Republicans are going to support 
blacks,” she said. 

According toMs. Robinson, the politi- 
cal party will be supported exclusively 
by black funds. “We will not be taking 
money from any foundations or whites,” 
she stressed. 

“Whoever runs on the party ticket will 
be running on monies entirely from the 
black community. Our representatives 
will be accountable to the black com- 
munity,” she continued. 

The party was formed from the NBP, 
that first met in Gary, Ind. in 1972, In 
August during the fourth NBPA conven- 
tion the group adopted a resolution

During the outgoing 
113th General Assembly, 
Jackson, as President Pro 
Tempore, was second in 
command in the senate 
Jeadership. Ocasek, presi- 


dent, was the top official ' 


and presided over Senate 
deliberations. 

Butts involvement in the 
coalition was obviously 
ext bartrassing to 
Jackson, for he supported 
Butt's candidacy over a 
black candidate for the 
23rd district senatorial seat 
two years ago. 

In supporting Butts over 
black Cleveland City

Car- 
ter, appropriately enough the only 
incumbent since Herbert Hoover in 
1932 not to be re-elected suffered a 
stunning defeat. 

Already the Monday morning 
quartérbacks are detecting a non- 
existent “swing to the right" and an 
increase in reaction and conserva- 
tism ut this baldly overstates the 
case. : 

In rétrospect, it was not difficult to 
predict that Carter would be 
whipped. His main issue against 
Reagah was the so-called “war and 
peace” issue. re? 

So where does this leave the black 


. commonity, one of.the few cogniza- 


ble constituencies that voted over- 
whelmingly for Carter. Indeed, 
urged’on by such leaders as Coretta 
Scott King, Jesse Jackson, Andrew 
Young, Joseph Lowery of SCLC, 
John Johnson (publisher of Ebony- 
Jet). most of the Congressional 
Biack. Caucus, etc., in numerous 
black precincts the vote for Carter 
was 100%, 

Now, in retrospect, it seems those 
who voted for Carter may have 
thrown their vote away. For (1) not 
only did their man lose but (2) they 
remain trapped:on board a sinking 
Democratic Party ship. President- 
elect Reagan and the Democrats 
would.pay more attention to politi- 
cally independent blacks rather 
than those who act as if in any given 
election, there is no choice but to 
vote Democratic. In any event, if 
blacks,are going to continue voting 
Democratic the least that can be 
done is to keep up the pressure so 
that the candidate's policies can 
remaifh ‘progressive” -- this was not 
done with Carter on the critical 
“war-peace” issue and he suffered a

job for himself when Reagan takes over the 
presidency Jan. 20. 

Although Miller could apparently return to 
his union position or find a place on the staff of 
the Ohio House of Representatives. neither 


stinging loss, dragging down many 
of us with him. 

So what does the Reagan victory 
mean? First of all, he received more 
than 50% of the popular vote.

For those who feel 
that progressivism” no longer 
strikes a chord with the white major- 
ity, note that a significant number of 
the Reagan voters queried when 
leaving the polls said their choice 
would have been Ted Kénrnedy -- 
not, say, Strom Thurmond. The 
same was true for the 13% George 
Wallace vote in 1968. These voters 
wanted “change” more so than con- 
servatism. 

The Great DuBois said'in his 1906 
Niagara_address.in_an.even darker 
era, “Courage, brothers” (and sis- 
ters). Inthat light, the National Black 
Assembly will be meeting this 
month in Philadelphia to act on the 
motion by Rev. Ben Chavis to forma 
new black political party.

The morning-after shock effects of the Rea- 
gan landslide are beginning to fade away, and 
a more realistic attitude is being taken by 
many people who fear the worst from a self- 
professed conservative Administration. 

The Reagan campaign rhetoric -- “let's get 
government off the backs of the people, etc.” 
-- ted many to fear a whoteste dismantling of 
social programs and a rollback of civil rights 
measures come next January. - 

But there's a big difference between cam- 
paign rhetoric and the reality of governing a 
large, pluralistic nation in which the judiciary, 
the Congress.and.permanent civil servants all 
serve as brakes on even the most 
ideologically-oriented president. 

And there is considerable evidence that Mr. 
Reagan is more pragmatic than his reputation 
leads people to believe. It's not unusual for 
presidents to adopt a right-wing or left-wing 
rhetorical stance while actually running a 
middle-of-the-road administration. 

Clearly, a Reagan presidency will have a 
strong tilt to the right. as did Nixon's. But all 
presidents move'to:the center-after they are 

| elected, and the hard realities of governing 
mean they are largely unable to touch the vital 
core interests of major interest groups.

But despite such hopeful signs there is still 
reason to doubt that Mr. Reagan fully under- 
stands the importance of an activist federal 
role in dealing with problems of poverty, 


unemployment and the cities. 


And there is a perception among many 
blacks and whites that a Reagan presidency 
will be hostile to blacks. That is dangerous 
because it may lead to further despair and

ted when defending basic interests. 

Every president-elect enjoys a honeymoon 
period, especially when he comes to office in 
an electoral victory of such massive propor- 
tions. It makes sense to suspend judgment 
until-Mr--Reagan-announces his major 
appointments and the basic program he 
intends to carry out in the first months of his 
presidency. : 

In his August speech to the National Urban 
League, candidate Reagan came out strongly 
for urban revitalization, welfare for the truly 
needy, equal opportunity and “jobs, jobs, 


. jobs." And he promised not to fight national 


problems “on the backs of the poor” -- a clear 
pledge not to induce recession to right 
inflation.

Kendrick shot Kevin in the 
back, then he-turned the
